covered,  particularly  the  meat  inspection.  Unfortunately,  Mr.  Sharp 
became  ill  in  December  and  was  off  work  for  about  6  months.  ihls 

placed  a  very  heavy  burden  on  Mr.  Maclellan  at  a  time  v/hcn  he 
unfamiliar  with  the  town  or  with  the  work.  at  the  time  ^ 

Mr.  Sharp  is  now  back,  fully  recovered,  and  we  are  engaged  in  working 
out  the  implications  of  the  regulations  making  meat  inspection 
compulsory.’  These  have  done  nothing  to  control  the  hours  of  s laugh te 
and' will  be  most  difficult  to  operate.  In  the  private  abattoir  here 
slaughtering  takes  place  on  seven  days  per  week  and  over  most  of 
the  hours  of  day  and  night.

Causes  of  -perinatal  deaths. 


Of  the  two  still  births  one  was  premature  and  the  other 
had  congenital  defects  •-  hydrocephalus  and  spina  bifida. 

The  four  infant  deaths  were  all  in  the  first  week,  two 
of  them  being  infants  v/ith  congenital  abnormalities ^ 
congenital  aorta  stenosis  and  exomphalos  -  the  latter  infant 
was  premature.  Another  death  was  attributed  solely  to 
immaturity  and  the  fourth  infant  died  of  bronchopneumonia. 


DEATHS . 


The  corrected  death  rate  of  12.9  is  slightly  above  the 
national  average,  Com-parisons  are  made  in  the  tables  with 
■previous  years  page,  6  ,  and  with  other  areas  page  5.  It 
is  also  possible  to  com-pare  the  various  causes  of  death 
page  8,  v/ith  the  same  figures  for  England  and  Wales.  An 
increase  in  deaths  due  to  cerebro  vascular  disease  and  heart 
disease  other  than  coronary  disease  is  to  be  expected  due  to 
the  larger  number  of  elderly  -people  in  Penrith.  \¥hat  is 
more  surprising  is  the  larger  number  of  deaths  due  to 
coronary  thrombosis.  In  the  last  two  years  22  men  under 
65  have  died  from  this  cause  and  this  is  almost  double  the 
ex-pec  ted  number. 

The  cause  of  the  changes  in  the  coronary  arteries 
leading  to  thrombosis  is  not  known.  Various  studies  have 
been  done  and  such  factors  as  lack  of  exercise,  heavy 
smoking,  excess  intake  of  animal  fat,  worry  and  responsibility 
are  all  to  some  extent  associated  with  the  disease.  At  first 
sight  none  of  these  would  seem  to  be  -particularly  operative 
in  Penrith.

i'fa tionelly  the  tuberculosis  situation  continues  to  improve, 
v/hile  the  number  of  new  cases  is  only  diminshing  slov/ly  there 
are  now  very  few  deaths  from  this  disease.  It  is  being 
detected  at  an  early  stage  and  effective  treatment  is  available. 
Thus  those  developing  the  disease  can  look  forward  to  a  j.ull 
recovery  in  a  matter  of  months  and  t?iose  who  are  disseminating 
the  disease  can  with  the  same  treatment  be  rendered  non- 
inf  ectious  in  an  even  shorter  time. 


Under  these  circumstances  the  annual  visit  of  the  Mass^ 
Miniature  Radiography  Unit  to  Penrith  in  January  each^year  is 
an  important  event.  There  were  1869  people  X-rayed  in  January 
1962  compared  with  1844  the  previous  year.  People  should 
it  as  a  duty  not  only  to  themselves  but  to  their  families  and  to 
the  community  to  have  an  annual  check  in  this  way.  Particularly

MEASLES. 

An  epidemic  of  measles  started  tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year. 
There  was  one  notification  on  October  20th,  four  between 
November  3th  and  17th  and  the  epidemic  proper  started  in  December. 
In  the  first  week  of  this  month  there  were  5  notifications,  in 
the  2nd  v/eok  50,  in  the  3nd  week  20  and  in  the  4th  week  104.  A 
further  156  cases  occurred  in  the  first  half  of  January  1963  and 
then  the  epidemic  rapidly  subsided. 

STREPTOCOCCAL  INFECTIONS . 


Although  sv/abs  taken  by  the  local  doctors  indicated  occasional 
streptococcal  sore  throats  only  2  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred. 
Two  cases  of  puerperal  infection  occurred  both  at  the  local 
maternity  hospital,  one  of  which  gave  rise  to  considerable  anxiety. 
One  notification  of  erysipelas  was  received  in  an  elderly  person, 

DIPHTHERIA,  V/HOOPINC  COUGH  .\ND  TETAJTUS. 

There  has  been  no  diphtheria  in  the  town  since  1947* 
v/hooping  cough  has  not  been  notified  since  I960.  There  was, 
however,  a  single  case  of  tetanus  in  Penrith  in  1962. 

Nowadays  immunisation  against  these  3  diseases  is  combined. 

In  infancy,  3  injections  are  given  with  boosts  against  diphtheria 
and  tetanus  at  5  and  9.  Those  not  done  in  infancy  are  offered 
protection  on  starting  school.  159  infants  were  given  combined 
antigen  during  the  year.

POLIOMYELITIS . 


This  has  not  occurred  in  Penrith  since  1955-  During  19^2 
the  oral  vaccine  became  available  which  greatly  simplifies  the 
immunisation  procedure.  In  England  and  Wales  in  1962  there  were 
only  325  cases  of  Polio  with  31  deaths ,  a  large  reduction  on  the 
previous  year.

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SMLLPOX. 


It  v/ill  be  recollected  that  there  were  5  separate  importa¬ 
tions  of  Smallpox  to  England  and  Wales  between  December  I96I  and 
March  1962  as  an  extension  of  an  epidemic  in  Karachi.  As  soon  as 
smallpox  was  diagnosed  vigorous  preventive  measures  were  taken  and 
the  outbreak  quiclcly  contained,  although  delay  in  diagnosis  lod  in 
2  outbreaks  to  a  limited  amount  of  spread. 

Inevitably  when  smallpox  is  around  a  number  of  suspect  cases 
arise.  There  were  two  of  these  in  Penrith  both  adults  from  the 
Midlands  who  became  ill  with  a  vesicular  rashnwhile  on  a  visit  hero. 
The  first  case  gave  rise  to  some  anxiety  as  the  illness  was  obscure 
and  could  have  been  an  untypical  case  of  smallpox.  However, 
virological  tests  proved  negative.  The  second  case  was  more  defin¬ 
itely  chicken  pox.  The  help  of  Dr.  Davies  in  both  these  cases, 
and  of  Dr.  Leiper  in  the  second  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

Notification  of  vaccination  to  the  County  Medical  Officer 
numbered  220  and  139  v/ere  in  infants  under  1  year  of  age. 

POOD  POISONING. 

There  ^yas  an  outbreak  of  Salmonellosis  at  Penrith  Cottage 
Hospital  on  November  9‘th  involving  four  members  of  the  nursing  staff. 
The  offending  article  was  a  tin  of  corned  beef  which  the  4  nurses 
and  no  one  else  had  for  supper  the  previous  evening.  They  all 
became  ill  at  the  same  time  with  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  which  with 
fever  and  prostration  continued  for  3  or  4  days. 

Specimens  v/ere  taken  and  the  laboratory  identified  the 
offending  organism  as  Salmonella  montevideo  which  in  this  country 
is  most  uncommon.  The  tin  of  corned  beef  yielded  the  same 
organism.  Later  a  member  of  the  kitchen  staff  was  found  to  be 
harbouring  this  Salmonella  but  she  may  have  been  infected  after  the 
outbreak. 

Large  tins  of  corned  beef  have  occasionally  been  the  source 
of  Salmonella  organisms  but  this  seems  to  be  the  only  instance 
where  a  small  tin  -  looking  and  tasting  normal  -  could  havo  been 
the  source. 
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Qiif oi- cunatGiy  although  the  oarriGi*  quickly  bGcaine  negative 
the  four  nurses  continued,  to  harbour  the  organism  for  some  time. 
One  nurse  bocame  negative  I'ithin  five  v/eeks  and  the  others  not 
until  11 j  14  and  22  weeks  after  the  outbreak. 

This  v/as  not  a  large  problem  in  19^2  and  only  2  cases  were 
notified.

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BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAI.-nTATIOK  OF  WATER  SAMPLES 


MTER 

In  the  report  for  ^^6'\  Mr.  Shilston  was  good  enough  to 
contribute  a  description  of  the  tovm^s  \7ater  undertaking. 

In  ipril  1963  this  undertaking  was  handed  over  to  the  newly 
conscituted  hden  Water  Board.  The  public  health  aspects  of 
the  water  supply,  however,  remain  with  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

During  i962  samples  were  taken  monthly  from  taps  near  the 
4  main  reservoirs  'nd  the  results  of  these  are  set  out  on  page 
16.  It  will  be  noted  that  from  August  onwards  there  was  some 
pollution  of  the  low  reservoir  which  takes  the  bulk  of  the 
Lowther  supply.  It  was  thought,  however,  that  the  fault  was  due 
to  leakage  into  the  reservoir  itself. 

The  other  reservoirs  showed  occasional  slight  pollution  as 
did  samxales  from  Hayes\Yater  in  1961.  This  supply  is  not 
chlorinated  at  present  and  sampling  over  the  next  year  or  two 
should  show  whether  further  treatment  of  the  water  is  necessary. 


AIR  POLLUTION  and  NUISAITCES 

The  inhabitants  of  Penrith  are  accustomed  to  breathing  pure 
air  and  take  badly  to  any  pollution  of  the  atmosphere.  There  is 
a  certain  amount  of  pollution  by  domestic  smoke  particularly  in 
the  rather  densely  populated  centre  of  the  town. 

The  gas  works  is  old  fashioned  and  grit  can  be  a  nuisance  to 
those  3.iving  in  the  area.  During  1962  a  new  tower  v/as  put  on  in 
the  hope  of  trapping  some  of  this  grit. 

The  effluvia  which  give  rise  to  most  complaint  come  from 
Y/ildriggs  Bone  and  Chemical  Company,  unfortunately  situated  on 
the  v/ind¥/ard  side  of  the  town.  Under  certain  climatic  conditions 
there  can  be  an  unpleasant  smell  over  the  v/hole  town  while  rather 
more  often  the  smell  pervades  the  Station  View  and  Castletown 
areas . 

The  firm  is  a  progressive  one  and  this  type  of  industry  gives 
an  essential  service  to  an  agricultural  area.  During  1962  the 
management  built  a  tower  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  spraying  the  gases 
to  reduce,  if  not  to  eliminate  this  smell.  Other  measures  such  as 
immediate  processing  of  carcases  are  being  taken. 

The  loading  of  lime  in  British  Rail\Yays  Goods  Yard  also  causes 
a  nuisance.  This  has  been  investigated  and  no  solution,  apart 
from  stopping  the  loading,  can  be  seen. 


SliVAGE  DIS-^OSAL. 


am  indijb'ted  to  Mi*.  Shilston  tor  the  following  account  of  the 
town  s  sewage  disposal  oystem. 

The  whole  of  the  sewage  from  the  town,  with  the  exception  of 
3  small  pari,  ox  the  Gilwilly  Estate,  which  has  its  own  septic 
::ank,  is  carried  in  the  main  outfall  sev/er  which  follows  roughly 
^he  line  of  the  Thacka  Beck.  Near  Halfway  House  there  is  a  storm 
irater  overflow  which  relieves  the  main  sewer  as  far  as  Eamont 
Jridge,  where  it  discharges  into  the  river.  There  is  one  other 
)verflo\v  in  the  tov/n,  in  the  Grammar  School  playing  fields 
iischarging  eventually  into  the  Dog  Beck.  ’ 

I  The  sewage  from  the  main  outfall  is  treated  at  the  hhinfell 
^orks,  which  are  in  the  North  Westmorland  Rural  District.  The 
forks  ou.nsist  of:- 

Detritus  tanks  to  remove  grit; 

(2)  Screen; 

(3)  Stormwater  overflow.  Flow  above  about  2w  x  average  is 

discharged  over  a  V7eir. 

(4)  Measuring  flume; 

(5)  Four  circular  primary  settling  tanks  with  manually 

operated  scraping  gear; 

( o)  Four  percolating  filters; 

(7)  Two  humus  tanks. 

The  final  effluent  is  discharged  to  the  River  Eamont. 

Stormwater  from  the  overflow  is  run  on  to  the  land,  and  thence 
o  subsoil  drains  and  back  to  the  main  effluent  carrier. 

Sludge,  both  primary  and  humus,  is  run  into  shallow  lagoons, 
here  it  eventually  dries. 

The  primary  settling  tanks  are  a  little  unorthodox  in  that 
hough  circular  they  are  operated  with  inlet  and  outlet  on  the 
ircumference,  instead  of  with  the  usual  radial  flov/.  Furthermore, 
hey  function  in  series  instead  of  in  parallel,  as  usual, 
evertheless ,  the  works  as  a  whole  appears  to  function  adequately, 
e  are  fortunate  to  have  a  very  large  area  of  lend  availabio,  which 
iraplifies  sludge  disposal. 
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Since  the  coming  into  force  of  the  hivcns  Act  1961,  in  June  of 
this  year,  ue  no  longer  have  a  prescriptive  right  to  discharge 
effluent  to  the  river,  and  an  application  has  been  made  to  the 
Cumberland  River  Board  for  the  necessary  approval.  This  approval 
v;ill  be  given  subject  to  conditions  as  to  quality  of  effluent,  and  it 
may  be  necessary  to  make  some  alterations  to  the  v/orks  to  reach  the 
standard. 


HOUSING- 


The  housing  situation  in  Penrith  is  thoroughly  unsatisfactory. 
There  are  some  270  slum  properties  v/hich  is  a  very  large  number  in 
a  town  the  size  of  Penrith.  Other  cases  of  overcrowding,  or  multiple 
occupation  of  dwellings  are  constantly  cropning  up.  All  this  adds 
up  to  a  considerable  amount  of  social  distress  and  to  a  considerable 
health  risk  in  the  town. 

During  1962  the  Council  agreed  to  build  200  houses  over _ the  next 
5  years;  4  houses  v/ill  be  completed  in  1963?  ^ut  there  is  little 
possibility  of  any  others  being  built  during  1963  or  indeed  1964. 

Thus  the  whole  situation  is  likely  to  be  rather  worse  at  the  end  oi 
the  year  than  it  was  at  the  beginning. 

In  Ceptember  1962,  the  Council  declared  a  Clearance  Area 
involving  property  in  Priargate  and  London  Road.  ^  They  have  not 
been  able  to  make  Clearance  Orders  due  to  their  inability  to  re¬ 
house  the  tenants. 

A  small  number  of  individual  Closing  and  Demolition  Orders  are 
made  each  year  if  the  inhabitants  of  unfit  property  happen  to  come  to 
the  top  of  the  housing  list.  This  is  an  unsatisfactory  method  as 
it  does  not  load  to  the  worst  property  being  closed  first. 

The  unfit  property  in  the  tovm  has  not  been  surveyed  since  1955 
and  it  is  hoped  to  make  a  survey  during  1963.  As  well  as _ enumerating 
property  v/hich  should  be  conde'iiined  it  is  hoped  to  get^an  idea  oi  the 
number  of  houses  which  could  be  reconditioned  or  made  lit  with 
structural  alterations  with  or  without  grants.

1962  was  a  poor  year  for  house  building  in  Penrith.  Only 
two  council  houses  v;ere  built  and  sixteen  private  houses. 

The  question  of  slum  clearance  and  housing  is  already  dealt 
with  in  the  Medical  Officer’s  section  of  the  report.

-oeople  in  transit.  It  is  now  several  years  since  the  Council  ' 
agreed  to  renovate  these  toilets  as  a  stopgap  until  such  times 
as  new  central  toilet  facilities  were  iDrovided. 

At  nresent  these  tv/o  conveniences  are  dark,  wot  and  badly 
ventilated.  The  interior  surfaces  are  mirling  away  and  there 
is  no  public  provision  in  the  tovm  for  a  wash  and  clean  up.

FEAT  INSPECTION. 

It  is  now  known  that  compulsory  meat  inspection  becomes 
o-oerative  from  1st  October,  I963.  ^J^be  full  implications  of  this 
legislation  cannot  at  this  stage  be  assessed  but  there  are  many 
complications  including  the  abnormal  hours  that  the  meat  inspec¬ 
tion  will  entail. 

The  amount  of  time  to  inspect  all  the  animals  killed  in 
Penrith  will  take  up  not  less  than  three— (3.uarters  of  each  Public 
Health  Inspector's  time.  Financially,  it  is  estimated  that  if 
the  maximum  permitted  charges  are  made  for  meat  inspection,  the 
estimated  yearly  income  will  be  £1,982.  This  figure  is  derived 
from  the  following  analysis.
